HOW TO TELL IF YOU'N€ 
GOT IT TOGETHER 


It’s possible that you might be 
lucky. You could overhear people 
talking about you and telling each 
other that you've really got it 
together. But chances are against it. 
So, in case you worry about that sort 
of thing, we've prepared a small test 
you can use to tell if you're on top.

4. How about the jersey? None 


(0); bike name on it (10); your name 
(20); your name, your number, and 
your brand (30); all that, plus a shop 
name (40); plain shop name only 
(10). 

SPECIAL BONUS: You get an 
extra ten points if you have your first 
name on your leathers and your last 
name on your jersey, or vice-versa. 

5. You gotta have gloves: Tibblins 
(20); MX’s with the rubber finger 
guards (10); Sears (0). 

6. Boots: plastic Heckels or 
Munaris (20); plain old MX boots 
(10); lace-up jobs (0). 

7. If you’re going to look like you 
know what youre doing, your 
helmet is very important. Stock, off 
the shelf (0); decals (10); painted 
(20); painted and with your name, 
number or blood type (30); if you've 
got more than one helmet (40).

CASTING OIL 
ON TROUBLED WATERS 

Does a two-stroke fuel mix made 
with SAE 30 oil have the same 
lubrication qualities as one made 
with SAE 50 oil? Assume identical 
mix ratios (say 32:1) and identical 

brands of both gas and oil. 
Mel Reingold 
Salmon, Idaho 


The lubrication qualities of SAE 
30 weight oil and 50 are definitely 
different. If I mention some of the 
differences you can decide which 
one, or which direction, is the best 
for your type of riding. 

The higher the viscosity index 
number, the heavier (or larger) the 
oil molecule. That makes for a 
tougher molecule that will provide a 
higher film strength, i.e. less chance 
of galling lower end bearings and 
pistons, also reduced wear. The 
disadvantage of a heavier viscosity 
oil is more difficulty in its staying 
mixed in the gasoline. When the oil 
molecules do finally burn in the 
combustion chamber, the heavier 
viscosity creates more carbon and 
gum. It’s a lot like Castrol oil. It is a 
superior lubricant but the 
disadvantage is that it's a dirtier 
burning oil. As you go to heavier 
viscosity oil you should increase the 
jet size one or two, because the 
oil/fuel mixture is a little more 
viscous than with a lighter oil. If you 
think your scoot wears out too 
quickly or if you have problems with 
seizures, you should try a heavier 
viscosity oil. 

From a horsepower standpoint, 
you will be better off with a lighter 


viscosity and leaner oil/fuel mixture 
ratios. But again, youll have to 
rebuild it sooner and you will 
increase the chance of seizure. You 
did not mention the type of 
motorcycle that was going to be 
used. If you have an engine that runs 
pretty hot and has a small amount of 
finning, you will want to stick with 
the heavier viscosity oil because it 
will not break down as easily with 
the increased engine heat. If you’ve 
got something with a lot of fins such 
as a Penton/KTM, Sachs or Maico; 
you can get by with 30-weight 
because the engines run relatively 
cool. 

One interesting combination you 
may want to try was mentioned to 
me a number of years ago by Walt 
Axthelm and is a kind of multiple 
viscosity oil. He took 70-percent 
chemical lubricant (Steen C in this 
case) and mixed 30-percent STP, the 
real gummy stuff, in a 30 to 40:1 
ratio. The thing burned pretty 
clean, like most chemical lubricants 


do, but that extra bit of heavy 


viscosity STP lessened the chance of 
seizure and premature wear. As has 
been done many times before, you 
can run a two-stroke on straight 
gasoline (with по oil). If the 
clearances, jetting and timing are 
correct it won't seize, but it sure does 
wear out quickly. Some of the 
two-stroke riders on half-miles have 
been doing this for years but they 
only have a short race to run, like 
around ten miles, and they rebuild 
them each week. 

At the other extreme, I once had a 
250 Maico that I ran with 14:1 
castor oil with eight-percent nitro 
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benzine mixed with the castor. It 
would smoke a lot, but after one 
year of motocross I pulled the 
cylinder off and still had most of the 
original hone marks left and less 
than .003 end gap wear on the rings. 
These two examples should give you 
a pretty good idea as to the wide 
latitude you can have in oil types, 
viscosities and mixing ratios. 
Remember one thing: if you go to 
heavier oil or a ‘richer oil/fuel 
mixture, check your jetting; it might 
be a bit lean. 


BRAKES ARE STILL 
THE BEST WAY TO STOP 
I recently purchased a GP CZ and 
the rear brake is totally useless. It 
seems CZ went to a smaller flywheel 
this year, which does wonders for 
the power, but the slightest touch of 
the rear brake kills the engine 
instantly (a very annoying problem). 
I hear Yamaha YZs have a similar 
problem. I have tried brake adjust- 
ment, cutting brake shoes all to no 
avail. Please, your assistance would 
be most welcome.

I agree with you; some rear brakes 
are way too sensitive and it's difficult 
to put light pressure on the brake 
pedal while bouncing over. rough 
stuff and not lock up the rear wheel. 
A couple of things you can try are: 
(1) Set the throttle slide adjustment 
for a fast idle. That way the engine 
will be developing a little bit of 
power when you shut the throttle off 
to help offset the power of the brake 
and lessen the likelihood of locking it 
up. Another advantage to setting an 
idle is that when you shut the 
throttle off your engine still gets 
some lubrication. I set up all my 
two-strokes so they will idle for both 
those reasons. (2) You can shorten 
the rear brake arm on the backing 
pláte, i.e. cut one-half inch out of 
the center of the arm and reweld it. 


SUZUKI CYCLONE SETUPS 
I own a Suzuki TM400, ’74 model. 
I feel the Suzuki is a dependable 
MXer, but two main problems keep 
me from winning races. First, the 
front and rear suspension are lousy. 
Second, I can’t seem to get any low 
end torque out of it. I would really 

appreciate this information.

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Now you know why Roger 
DeCoster is the next thing to 
superman. Anybody who can win 
the World Championship on a 
motorcycle that has lousy suspension 
and no low end torque has got to be 
something special. Maybe he just 
lucked out and got a “production” 
bike that worked good. 

All seriousness aside, I would put 
a TricKit in the front forks and get 
some gas Curnutts for the back. 
Hang a Torque pipe on it and get the 
extra flywheel for the crank. That 
will improve the bottom end power 
to where it is at least rideable in 
mud. You've got something that’s 
dependable even if you can’t win 
races on it. National No. 1 has been 
achieved more than once by a rider 
who never won а National 
Championship event but just 
finished high and consistently. I 
don't know if that’s any consolation 
to you, but keep your chin up. 
Rumor has it that RH76s will be 
available off the dealer’s floor by 
January. 


HUSKY WR FORK FIX 

I have a problem that I don’t 
think I’ve seen discussed before in a 
magazine, so I figure that if anyone 
can help me, you can. 

I own a 1973 WR Husqvarna 250 
with the old silver forks. I have 
modified the rear end, extending the 
swingarm one inch and moving the 
lower shock mounts forward one 
inch. I put 12.25-inch Boges with 
90-pound springs on the rear and I 
love it to death. My problem is the 
front end. | 

How can I extend the forks for 
another inch of travel (to bring the 
geometry closer to original), and 
improve the dampening qualities of 
the forks without having to buy the 
newer designed black fork legs? Does 
anyone make a kit for the old-style 
forks that includes an inch extension, 
like the new Elsinore kits and some 
CZ kits? How can I make my front 
end match the rear for lesser bucks? 
As it stands now, the front end is 
taking a lot of abuse and many 
times, especially over the hoopies, 
the forks just don't make it. 

I use all of my suspension, front 
and rear, but I sure could use some 
more. Can you help my problem? 
There is precious little information 
on the older Husky forks.

SECOND ANNUAL 
WOMEN’S NATIONAL 


Our Second Annual Women’s 
National is over, a grand prix on the 
Fourth of July and a motocross series 
on Saturday. It was good racing, 
marred only by one manufacturer’s 
bid to capitalize on us. 

Kasey Rogers, head of PURR, was 
race coordinator for the Carlsbad 
event. She did the original National 
last year and she deserves to be 
commended again. This year, Butch 
Lee of Dirt Bike Promotions was 
race director. He’s a racer, and he 
and his crew did an excellent job of 
putting everything together. 

Best of all, this year’s event was 
vastly improved. The big change 
was Carlsbad Raceway — where 
there’s something to challenge even 
the best riders. Unlike last year, this 
time skill, endurance and talent 
were all tested. 

Rider classifications included 
expert, amateur, novice, beginner 
and grannies. Bike sizes ranged from 
minis to open. (One fine lady, Patti 
Hulse, rode a 500 BSA in the open 
novice grand prix; ALRIGHT!) The 
1975 Grand National Champion — 
e.g. the girl who scored the best in 
four events, 250 grand prix and 
motocross and 125 grand prix and 
motocross was determined. 
Because the grand prix races were 


two hours and the motocross 
consisted of two 30-minute motos, 
that meant the riders going for the 
Grand National Championship had 
to race four hours on Friday and two 
hours on Saturday. The top amateur 
girl had to race three events — two 
motocross, 125 and 250, and one 
grand prix. 

After those two days of racing 
amid dust, blown engines, flat tires, 
45-second pit stops, excellent racing 
and a Sambo's tiger tripping around 
handing out free coffee tokens, the 
following emerged as victors:

According to Curt Randall at 
Poppy, in Burbank, California, they 
offer a kit for the older Husqvarna 
forks to increase travel to eight 
inches with modified dampening. 
This is designed to use around 
20-weight oil. For an additional $9, 
they ll sell you some air caps for the 
forks so you can chuck the stock 
springs. Start out with about 34 
pounds of pressure and adjust for 
track conditions. Looks like for 
around $60 you can get an eight- 
inch travel front end. That will help 
match the improvement of the rear 


end. 


FORKS TO THE LEFT, 
KNIFE AND SPOONS 
ON THE RIGHT 
I have a 1974 YZ125 Yamaha and 
my forks are compressed so much 
that when I'm riding I have about 
two inches of travel left. I've asked 
mv dealer and he said he's never had 
a pair of forks wear out and that a 
Number One Products kit will make 
my forks work softer yet. My springs 
are 17 inches long with a three-inch 
preload and the only thing that has 
helped a little is when my Dad 
stretched the spring to 20 inches. I 
will kiss the Full Bores of the first 
person who tells me a cure for my 
forks.

Basically only two things wear out 
on front forks: (1) the bushings, and 
(2) the fork springs may sack or 
collapse. I suggest you get some 
better springs and improve the 
damping to match with a TricKit 
from Number One Products. SCW 
(distributed by Webco) is a quality 
spring. They may have one that will 
fit. Generally the Japanese springs 
sack out much quicker than 
American-made springs, because 
American ones use better material 
and heat treating. Once you have 
installed the springs and dampers, 
you can adjust the damping by 
varying the oil viscosity in the forks. 
Start with 20-weight, and then try 
30 if they are too soft or ten if they 
are too stiff. ©

When we summed up our Maico/ 
Yamaha shootout last month, we 
said that the Maico front end was 
better. That was one of the reasons 
the Maico appealed so much to those 
of our testers rated as less-than- 
experts. That Maico is plush. It also 
had travel on the Yamaha. 

Considering all that, the possibility 
of improving the front end of the 
Yam was enough to turn us on. After 
a bit of leg work, we conjured a pair 
of Monocrossers and some Number 
One fork kits to drop down their 
tubes. 

This particular fork kit isn't one of 
the $10 TricKits, so the dirt-cheap 
fix is out. This is a full-blown front

of hours of trying and we still 
couldn’t get them to work like the 
250’s did. 

We gave up. The front end was 
still rough. So we installed the 
TricKit and the difference was well 
worth the $40. With the kit installed, 
the 400's front end absorbed impacts 
— both big and small — easily, 
partly due to the increased travel 
and partly because of the less heavily 
damped compression stroke. 

Quicker steering was another 
effect of the TricKit. With the wheel 
following the ground more, the front 
tire kept better contact. With softer 
forks in general, there's more 
compression when the front end is 
loaded in a corner. The bike is 
effectively shorter and goes around 
turns easier. 

Some of the fork kits available 
gain travel by allowing the fork 
stanchion and slider to move further 
apart on extension. 

The extra 36mm travel that the 
Number One kit gives you gets about 
10mm that way, but the rest comes 
from allowing the leg and slider to 
move closer together.

Just as there always is with an 
innovation, there's some resistance 
to the monoshock that’s based on 
fear. Yes, fear. You'll hear people 
say that they'd never have one 
because its so hard to work on. 
What they mean is that they're 
afraid to work on it because they 
think it's complicated. 

It is, but it’s also easier to tune 
than it looks. All that's required is 
tools and knowledge, just like tuning 
anything else. This article ought to 
get you off the ground in one 
department; for tools, you're going 
to have to see your Yamaha dealer. 
Since the Monocross uses a nitrogen 
pressurized shock, you're going to 
need a pressure gauge, a bottle of 
compressed nitrogen, a regulator 
with hose, and an injector needle. 
$200. Chip in together or buy it 
yourself and open a tuning service. 

We found in our testing (and 
there's a lot of hours in this), that the 
stock unit was good for experts. 
Some experts, not everyone. And 
that less than expert riders and other 
normal human beings wanted lighter 
settings. All the standard MX 
Monocross settings are listed in the 
first chart. Make sure that your 
machine is blueprinted to standard 
before you begin experimenting. 

And here are a few things to keep 
in mind before you start. First of all, 
ride the bike; you can't tell anything 
about the rear suspension by just 
pushing down on the back of the 
machine. 

When youre ready to begin 
experimenting, use the gauge and 
measure the pressure in the nitrogen 
chamber. Oil the needle and guide it 
in to keep from breaking it off. 
Slipping the needle out of the 
chamber is going to cost about five 
pounds of pressure. Allow for that. 
Don' expect to use the regulator 
gauge on the nitrogen bottle for 
measuring pressure in the chamber; 
filling up the hose, etc. is also going 
to cost you pressure — anywhere 
from 40 to 50 pounds. 

Last thing to remember is that 
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holding the shock on the front of the frame. Remove number plates and then undo 
the shock's rear bolt that connects it to the swingarm cantilever. Pull it out. 


Unless you're using a centerstand, slip a hammer or something between the rear 


frame and the tire. That keeps the bike from collapsing. Yamaha sells a tool that 
replaces the monoshock so you can roll the bike around, but you don't need that. 


It'll probably take two people 
(unless you have hands like vise 
grips) to remove the T-nut and free 
the spring. It wi// take lots of hands 
to get the new spring back on. 


While you've got it apart, check for 
dirt under the bottom spring seat 

and clean the felt wiper with solvent. 
Dirt here eats your seal and once 
oil gets out of your monoshock, 
you've got a normal shock that'll 

go away in about 15 minutes. 
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Lube the rear pivot bolt and its dust covers when you're reassembling. That'll get 
you more life from the unit. Gunnar installed Zerk fittings because this bolt should 


be lubed with moly grease once a week. 


Just to be super-safe, drill and cotter key this bolt. Standard tire clearance on 


compression is 10mm. If you want more space under the rear fender for a bigger 
tire, use more rubber donuts behind the shock mounting to the frame member. 
Lube those cups above the hand and the tank will slide on easily.

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compression also decreases the 
combined spring/nitrogen pressure 
on rebound, you'll find you have 
also effectively increased the 
damping. 

Now the monoshock will compress 
easier and return slower. The ride 
will be softer in general. 

Theres a bottom limit to this. 
Yamaha specifies a minimum 
pressure setting of 180 pounds. 
When you get down there and want 
to go still softer, you'll have to 
change springs. Theres a bunch 
available, shown in Chart 2. Softer 
springs also result in slower return 
damping. 

If you manage to bottom the 
monoshock, you won't feel metal-to- 
metal contact. Actually, the spring 
coil binds and the bike will probably 
take a hop sideways. 


FOR STIFFER SUSPENSION 

Exactly the opposite is true if you 
want to go stiffer. Either increasing 
the nitrogen pressure or putting on a 
stiffer spring will let you go faster 
and hit things harder without 
bottoming. In this case, as the 
compression resistance goes up, the 
return damping goes down. The rear 
wheel will come back quicker, 
which is exactly what you want if 
you're going that fast. 

Again, theres a limit. The 
maximum pressure possible for the 
nitrogen chamber is 425 pounds per 
square inch. Obviously there's a lot 
more room to go up than go down. 
Still, you might have to change 
springs. 


DAMPING CHANGES 

There are only two ways to 
change the monoshock's damping 
without changing the spring rate: 
changing fluids or changing the 
valving. If you're going to do either, 
you'd better know what you’re do- 
ing, and then your modifications will 
put you back to the beginning and 
youll find yourself trying all those 
springs and pressure settings again. 
We don't want to reprint a Yamaha 
manual here and besides this is the 
kind of work we'd recommend you 
get done by a specialist. 


REMOVING SPRINGS AND 
SERVICING THE MONOSHOCK 
To make pressure changes, all you 
have to do is take off the seat (two 
bolts). Not much more is required 
for spring changes. Check the 
pictures. That's easier than words. &

Bikes like these are fun. Go рор 
wheelies or spin donuts all you want. 
Drag race station wagons from the 
green light. Climb mountains. Jump 
off ledges — small ones, though. 
Anything you want as long as you're 
not too serious about it. You just 
have to remember the limitations. 
On the one hand you're getting 
transportation that’s reliable, 
trailing that's possible, and a price 
thats affordable. On the other, 
you're getting power, handling and 
suspension in doses small enough 
that you won't become an addict. 

Yes, we're talking about foo-foo 
bikes again. This time it's 175s. 

At least the displacement is a step 
in the right direction. This class 
should be the best of the foo-foos — 
lighter {һап 250$ or up, stronger 
than 125s. Consider power and 
weight trade-offs: too much power, 
especially the snappy kind, gets you 
into trouble when the bike has other 
defects like bad geometry, worthless 
suspension or rotten tires, to name a 
few crash-inducing features you 
don't have to go far to find. On the 
other side, no power — while not as 
bad — isn't the best of all possible 
worlds either. Think of the times 
you've gassed it and lived through 
another possibly horrendous mistake. 

So 175s should be ideal and the 
theorem proves out with the 175 
enduro bikes. Of course, power-to- 
weight ratios aren't everything. А 
good gearbox, decent suspension and 
geometry, and comfort also have to 
count. 

Which brings us up to the 
parameters of the quintessential 
middle-range foo-foo: 171 to 183cc; 
turn signals; instruments; no pre- 
mix; $849 to $942 as a list price; 
overall ratios from 34.83:1 in first to 
8.05:1 in the top gear; trials tires; 
legality; 226 to 249 pounds. 

The candidates are Suzuki's 
TS185, Kawasakis F7-D, Honda's 
XL175, Yamaha's DT175B, and 一 
just to make things interesting — the 
Can-Am 175 T'NT Enduro. Though 
the intended market was the same 
and the differences in the results are 
more subtle than  blatant, the 
execution in each case was different. 

Kawasaki, for example, has stayed 
with the same motorcycle for years. 
It’s a rotary-valve, 174cc single that 
uses Kawasaki's Super Lube injection 
system and a five-speed gearbox. 
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175 STREET 


Tires are 19- and 18-inch Dunlop 
Trials Universals mounted on steel 
rims. Those ancient and inscrutable 
Hatta forks with the multiple-choice 
axle placements are up front and the 
rear steel fender and luggage rack 
are held off the rear tire by mightily 
conventional Kawasaki shocks. In 
all, the package looks old and about 
the only thing innovative on the bike 


is the thumb-operated, grip- 
mounted choke. 

Suzuki’s entry is even more 
conventional, if anything. It’s a 


piston-ported 183cc single, working 
through a five-speed box and fed by 
a 24mm Mikuni, the same one found 
on the TS125. Except for the front 
forks, the chassis is also the same as 
the 125. Buddy pegs, a saddle strap, 
9.75х91 and 3.50x18 IRC trials tires, 


a locking gas cap and lots of lights 
complete the picture. The TS, like 
the other bikes here, has five-way 
pre-load adjustments on the shock 
springs. You know the spec sheets 
usually call these “five-way adjust- 
able shocks” and while this isn’t a lie, 
the only thing that gets adjusted is 
the softest part of the spring travel. 
BFD. 

Honda’s entry is different from the 
bottom up; the XL is an overhead 
cam four-stroke of 173cc with a 
chain-operated valve system in a 
single cylinder inclined ten degrees 
from the vertical. Although the 250 
and 350 XLs do, the 175 does not use 
a magneto and the bike will not run 
without a charged battery. Odd for 
a dirt bike.

TRAILERS 


Honda didn’t leave everything 
behind that they'd learned with 
their racers when they put together 
their street/trailers. They used CR 
grips and the good pegs and pedals. 
The rubber things on the former 
bikes might be good on the street (we 
don’t really know, but we assume 
they’re there for some reason), but 
they sure don’t cut it on the trail. 
Splash one puddle and get ready for 
a crotch-crushing or ankle-busting 
slip off them. At least the Suzuki's 
rubber goodies didn’t turn upside 
down like the Kawasaki’s and 

sorry, got carried away with the 
rubber footpeg diatribe again. 

The Yamaha falls right into the 
slot too; makes sense, doesn’t it? 
They designed the original mold. 
The DT175 is also a trials tire- 
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equipped five-speeder with all the 
usual gear, but in the DT’s case, a 
reeded engine takes care of the 
power chores and very fancy 
Thermal Phase shocks on the back 
replace the more ordinary suspen- 
ders. Detailing is good on the 
Yamaha and there's no denying the 
comfort of having a completely 
invisible pipe when you're riding. 


SPECIAL 
SPEND MORE, GO FASTER 
SECTION 
A special slot has to be invented 
for the Can-Am. The bike fits the 
175 о-оо parameters almost 
perfectly. It’s a little too heavy at 
260 and a lot more expensive at 
$1345, but everything else is there: 
trials tires, turn signals, headlight

and instruments, oil injection, 
primary kick starting, and it's even 
guaranteed for three months. 

But its also the most modern 
machine here. Its got the most 
motor, and the most suspension. 
That $1345 gets you Betors, S&Ws, a 
very trick rotary-valve engine with a 
tuned inlet tract hooking up the 
Bing, and lots of plastic items instead 
of common steel. It's just plainly the 
most motorcycle here. Whether it's 
worth the extra bucks is up to you. 


HOW THE TEST 

WAS CONDUCTED 
When we got our batch of 
playbikes together, we  photo- 


graphed them clean, sent them out 
to run up and down the boulevards 
on errands, weighed and measured 
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them, took off the taillights and rear 
turn signals, and trucked them out 
to some scenic trail riding country a 
few times. Some of that scenery was 
straight up and down so they got 
worked. 

Riders, 11 altogether, ranged 
from excellent to downright poor 
and even included óne guy on his 
second ride ever. 

We rode, switched bikes, made 
notes, rode some more, switched 
again, fixed a little and went out on 
another ride. 

And so on.

ASSORTED MINOR NUISANCES, 
IN ORDER OF APPEARANCE 

On one of its street errands, the 
Honda quit. The battery went and 
the bike stopped. A switch of 
batteries cured it and the problem 
never came back, so we assume a 
faulty battery. 

Next down — but not out — was 
the Kawasaki. When it got hot, it 
started running raspy on the street 
and wouldn't pull clean on top. It 
never happened in the dirt, so we 
never bothered to find the cause. 
Turn signals quit on the Suzuki 


after about six miles. 

Out on the trail, the Suzuki's 
suspension transformed the machine 
into a perpetual motion device. It 
never stopped bouncing up and 
down. Absolutely no damping, front 
or rear. None. 

That performance was outdone by 
the Yamaha. Over the hoops, the 
DT took wicked sidehops, and on 
our gnarly test trails, it did no good 
at all to stand. It was that unrespon- 
sive. Brakes on the rear were the 
usual two-position switches. 

Know what a steering damper is? 
The Kawasaki felt like it had one, 
screwed allthe way down. Definitely 
ponderous. 

After a rock run, all the bikes had 
completely pretzeled brake pedals 
and shift levers. On the Suzuki and 
Can-Am that meant a stop; they 
always seemed to bend in enough to 
make up-shifts impossible. But then 
again, each bike had levers that 
were easy to bend back. We never 
lost one. 

А long climb up a stepped, rocky 
trail is part of our course, and the 
second time up, the DT lost all its 
clutch adjustment and then fried 
completely. Clutches on the DTs 
have been mentioned in our tests 
before, but the inherent deficiencies 
were amplified this time by the 175's 
tall gearing. Out riding, first gear 
felt like third when starting out. 

Sand crept into the Kawasaki's 
main jet and stopped it in the middle 
of a long creek crossing. Turns out 
that it was being sucked up one of 
the breather tubes. It would be an 
excellent idea to put a filter in the 
line. 

Later someone dropped the 
Can-Am in the same creek and it 
immediately filled up with water. 
The trough under the seat leading to 
the air filter probably didn't help. At 
least theres a drain plug in the 
crankcase to empty everything out. 
After a couple of minutes and a lot of 
kicks, it started again. Do a good 
grease and duct tape job for the filter 
and avoid the whole mess. 

The next time out the Kawasaki 
quit again, wouldn't run over idle. 
Junk in the main jet, even after the 
carb had been disassembled and 
cleaned between rides. 

A week after that, the Suzuki lost 
its record as the soul of reliability 
when it stopped running clean and 
started firing in Morse code. Back 
down off the mountain and on the 
flatlands, it returned to normal. 


DIRT BIKE 
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This time out the Kawasaki 
developed a new problem. It ran 
ratty and then quit because oil was 
leaking past a seal between the 
clutch and the carburetor chambers. 

The week after that, it was the 
Honda's turn again. It started 
stalling as soon as the revs dropped 
down to plonking range. Ап idle 
adjustment compensated. 

Admittedly our start at 3000 feet, 
climb to 5000 feet trail, replete with 
rocks, drop-offs, switchbacks and 
stream bed drag races isn't exactly a 
trip to the Burger King, but we 
expected a lot more reliability than 
we got. 

Oh, the Kawasaki's battery died 
somewhere in there. 


EXCELLENCES 
AND CONVENIENCES 

Suzukis and Honda's tires were 
excellent, with the nod to Suzuki. 

Suzuki and Kawasaki both had 
tanks that were easy to get on and 
off. 

Kawasaki routes the overflow 
from the oil tank to the chain to help 
lube it should you forget. 

Having seats and gas caps that can 
be locked or not seems better than 
having one that can't be or has to be 
opened with a key. Suzuki and 
Yamaha had the gas caps. Yamaha 
had the seat. 

Suzuki and Honda had good 
brakes on both ends. 

The Can-Am had the best suspen- 
sion. According to Competition 
Services in San Pedro, installing 
18-pound S&W springs and 20- 
weight Bel-Ray in the front makes 
them really plush and takes care of 
the Betor sag. Bel-Ray is 
recommended for the Yamaha by 
Yamaha International їп Canoga 
Park; they say a bit of LT300 in the 
rear does wonders. So would their 
$156 motor job on the 175. 

Speaking of motors, despite being 
too rich for our high-altitude 
running, the Can-Am positively 
shone in that department. The only 
bikes close for two different 
reasons — were the Suzuki and the 
Honda. The TS ran well except for 
that one incident and pumped out 
power that seemed remarkable for a 
piston-ported job. We had to 
conclude that porting and carbure- 
tion are so spot-on that Suzuki 
doesn't need any trick valves. The 
Honda is grossly underpowered 
compared to the rest of these bikes, 
but its power is just right for trailing. 
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also. 


It was the easiest of the five to get up 
that first part of the trail since it 
didn't have enough power to break 
the rear loose and ruin your cautious 
line. At the same time, its chugging 
more than made up for the lack of 
revving. Down on the fireroads, it 
could be made to stretch out to 60 or 
more. Enough to be a lot of fun. 

Another Can-Am best: gearbox. 
Except for the bent lever, it never 
missed a shift and with six speeds to 
choose from it never felt under- or 
over-geared. 

Handling was a difficult 
evaluation. Too many other things 
kept getting in the way, but the 
consensus favored the Can-Am, 
followed closely by the Honda and 
the Suzuki again. In the Can-Am's 
case, the choice is clear-cut 
(especially if you like sliding, it's 
dynamite), but the other two will 
take some describing. XL-style 
handling isn't all that good, but it's 
not bad — in comparison. It would 
not let you down, pull some evil 
trick, and dump you. The only time 
it failed was in sand, where handling 
gets wrapped up with horsepower. 
There it just didn't have the beans to 
help you steer it. Suzuki-style 
handling was completely different. 
Despite the miserable damping, the 
TS could get up some speed when 
the rider used his body. It was 
responsive and light, and while it 
felt as if it had a high CG, that only 
seemed to make it easier to go fast on 
the 185. The only qualities that bear 
mentioning about the Yam and the 
'Saki are that they were quick in 
tight turns and stable in high-speed 
trailing, respectively. 


MAY WE HAVE 
THE ENVELOPE, PLEASE 

The Can-Am, of course. It's a 
motorcycle. That's flat. That's final. 
But if you count the price, that's 
different. Most of the testers, even 
the guy on his second ride, preferred 
the Can-Am, but they weren't 
paying for them. Once that factor is 
entered, then you have to start 
thinking about the TS185 for a 
responsive trail bike, or the XL175 

for the most fun you can have. 
Hold it. We can hear the 
objections starting. If you guys 
think that Honda and that Can-Am 
are so neat, how come you roasted 
them the last time you tested them? 
OK, well tell vou a secret. The 
Honda article was a result of rising

Brake pedal and shift lever are soft 
steel, very bendable, either while or 
after hitting rocks. The drilled steel skid 
plate between the downtubes protects 
neither the outside cases nor the foot 
controls. The rubber-covered pegs 
always seem to rotate on Kawasakis. 
Once the serrations are on the bottom, 
the pegs get slipperier than ever and 
then the rubber starts to tear off. At 
least the angle and amount of fold on 
the pegs is more than enough to keep 
from tearing them off the frame. Case 
screws are #2 Phillips; use the right 
screwdriver or strip them instantly. 


Conventional rotary valve design 
requires that the carb be mounted as 
close as possible to the rotating disc. 
On the F7, the carb sits in its own case 
on the right side of the bike. A drain 
pump mounted on the front of the cases 
operates with crankcase pressure and 
discharges any oil or gasoline inside the 
carburetor chamber. A rubber-covered 
idle adjustment hole and a threaded 
plug for access to the main jet complete 
the complications. The one-into-two 
throttle cable (to operate the oil pump 
as well as the carb slide) was a source of 
trouble. Lubricating the cable from the 
twistgrip doesn't work; you have to 
take the tank off and lube the two 
connecting cables below. The kick- 
starter wedges against the oil pump 
control cable and engine vibration tries 
to undo it.

There are no rim locks on the 21-inch steel rim on the front of the Suzuki. The front 
brake is a full-width item anchored to the slider by a tab on the backing plate. 
Mechanical details on the plus side include: front wheel-driven speedo; a plastic 
front fender; turn signals on the tubes and not the bars; fork lock; a full-size 
auto-type horn that's loud; cross-braced bars; a gas cap that can be locked but 
doesn't have to be; rubber inserts in both cylinder and head fins to cut down on 
ringing noises; regular cable adjusters and good levers; a light chain guard; and a 
rear frame loop for grabbing. On the minus side there's: waffle grips; the kill switch 
on the wrong side in the throttle housing; the brake pedal crossing under the 
footpeg; a kickstarter that sticks out behind your leg; the sidestand on the wrong 
side; and a metal rear fender. The list of things that probably don't matter includes: 
three-way adjustable fork springs, buddy pegs and strap, no chain guide, and 
five-way adjustable shocks. 


Case screws are Phillips again; pegs are 
rubber, but the angle and amount of 
travel in the fold is good and these 
didn't turn like the Kawasaki's. The skid 
plate extends further up the frame tube 
and further out than on the other bikes, 
but it still doesn't completely protect 
the cases. The countershaft cover 
doesn't vibrate off like the ones on the 
motocrossers, even the RM. 


Two rubber straps hold the tank on; 
once that's off the wiring (easily 35 
percent of the weight on the bike) is 
easy to get at. The seat is latched but 
not lockable, and the tools lie half under 
the tank and don't tend to disappear. 
An extra tapped hole in the head is 
provided and that, as well as everything 
else, is easy to get to.

mounting is done with steel collars that 
slide over the fork tubes. The result is 
weight, especially when compounded 
by the size of the headlight.

Equipment list on the Can-Am shames the other bikes in this test; it's full of brand 
names and trick features: 21-inch front laced to a conical hub, complete with 
speedo drive; plastic fenders and tank; big light, but mounted sano, and only one 
instrument cluster, missing only the tach (which is pure entertainment anyway); 
signals on bars (but because of the size of the bike, they don't hit your knees); oil 
inside frame for the injection system; rotary valve (but with a tuned inlet tract so 
the carb doesn't have to stick out one side); two-plug head; brake pedal looped 
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over the peg to save ground clearance; Bing carb; and S&W shocks. 


There's very little of the cases showing 
on either side of the skid plate and the 
pipe is as out-of-the-way as the 
Yamaha's. Rubber is spread all up and 
down the engine to keep it quiet and it 
works. The Bing is equipped with both a 
choke and a tickler; use either or both, 
depending on your predilections. 


Sniveling has to start with the air 
cleaner. Though it's a Filtron, it's 
installed in what amounts to a funnel 
for water and muck. Can-Am knows 
and shows some hot setups for the 
system in the service manual (the 
operator manual, incidentally, is good, 
and the service manual is excellent). 


The kickstand is on the side opposite

In this year's 250 World Championship, prior to the Swedish GP with nine of the 12 
events over, CZ has accumulated more wins and more points than any other 
manufacturer. They won it last year, even if their rider didn't.

Falta won both motos in Austria and shared the wins in Czechoslovakia with his 
teammate Velky, who also won one in Yugoslavia, West Germany and France. 
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Those of little faith expected the 
Falta Replica to be a lot like the 250 
we tested last year except for a trick 
rear end. Not too fast, and a little 
porky. Not hardly. Not even close. 
Those of us who are not CZ freaks 
were taken completely by surprise. 
It was hard to believe that this bike 
works so much better than last 
year's. 


WHAT'S NEW, WHAT ISN'T 

Dig out your August big-bore CZ 
test again. Add one gear, subtract 
144.8cc and three pounds of ignition 
flywheel weight and seven more 
pounds overall. Except for the center 
port frame that splits above the 
exhaust port and ten extra mm travel 
in the front forks, its almost 
identical to the chassis that Falta 
used to (unofficially) win last year's 
World Championship.

Only four of the original seven 
cylinder fins are retained to further 
lighten the Falta Replica. Some of 
the first ones over had the three fins 
milled away like ours was. Later 
models, like our 380, have the new 
casting. 

Porting has also been changed, 
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and it's a very definite improvement 
over the 250 we tested last year 
about this time. 

Out back you'll find CZ's own 
finned, hydro-pneumatic, infinitely 
adjustable, springless shocks in the 
forward mounted position. They're 
the same as on the factory bikes as of 
this writing. Theyre completely 
rebuildable and externally 
adjustable. 

By removing a screw in the 
bottom of the shock, oil can be 
added or removed to change the 
damping to suit your personal needs. 
They'll hold up to 190cc or as little as 
160. Air pressure (spring rate) can be 
adjusted by increasing or decreasing 
the air pressure through the valve 
stem sticking through the top rear of 
the trick rubber boot. Falta likes 42 
pounds; 47 was about right for us. 
Itll take you a few tries to get the 
pressure where you want it because 
the internal volume of the shock is so 
small. The pounds rush out very 
quickly. But it sure beats changing 
springs. 

With a pinned spanner and a new 
set of seals (one each), almost anyone 
can tear them down, replace the 
seals and reinstall them in a very few 
minutes. 

When we first looked the bike 
over, we didn't notice that one of the 
shocks had oil oozing out of it. Same 
problem we had with the 380. It 
seems that the first shock seals 
weren't up to the task. If you get a 
leaker, it should be corrected by 
your dealer. We sent them back to 
American Jawa and they were 
returned with the new seals and 
175сс of oil instead of the original 
190. We had no problems with them 
after that. 

This year's forks are better. First 
of all, drain screws have been added 
to the outside bottom of each leg. At 
last, you can change the oil without 


removing the legs. But then, maybe: 


its a better idea to disassemble the 
forks and flush them out each time 
you change the oil. Depends on how 
serious you are. 

Actually, in mid-74 CZ did away 
with the bronze bushings in the tops 
of the legs. Less unsprung weight, 
you know. 

There's also new machining on the 
left leg bottom and a new axle that 
threads into it. The right leg has the 
same pinch bolt to clamp the axle. 
Quicker wheel changes. One less 
axle nut to remove or lose, one less 
bolt and nut to loosen, and a shorter 
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axle. And again, less weight. 

Travel is a full 200mm. Falta 
experimented with 230mm on his 
GP bike earlier in the year. Last we 
heard, the factory models are now 
down to 210mm to lower the CG 
slightly. Better for flipping. it 
through the switchbacks. 


The exhaust unit is all-new, a one- 
piece unit with heavy-duty springs 
all over it. Two springs up front hold 
it into its slip fit flange. It’s bolted to 
the frame in the center, and two 
more springs hold up the rear 
section. The center mount looks 
much stronger than last year’s. 
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Maybe it's a little loud, but not as 
loud as a Monocross and it doesn't 
really bother you because the power 
is so neat. 

Laced around the same fine 
magnesium hubs are the new Czech 
rims that look a lot like mirror- 
polished D.I.Ds. 

The factory works replica fuel 
tank with the offset filler hole is 
all-aluminum alloy. The factory 
works replica genuine leather belt 
that holds the tank in place makes 
for an excellent mounting design. 
There are no mounting tabs to crack 
or cause leaks. Underneath there's 
lots of rubber to protect it from the 
frame. 

The frame has been changed to 
accept the forward mounted shocks. 
The steering head gussets were 
modified for strength and lightness. 

Every part you look at reflects 
CZ's excellent craftsmanship. 


WHAT’ LL SHE DO MISTER? 
(NOTES AND STUFF) 

Connolly: "This bike is so nice, 
and so forgiving. It felt like I was 
riding an open class bike. The power 
is better than the Maico. It 
accelerates hard and is so tractable. 
You can come out of a corner a gear 
higher than you should and. it 
doesn't matter 'cause it pulls so well. 
I can come out of the corners almost 
as fast as on my 360 because it gets 
such a good bite. The Barum seems 
to work better than my Metzelers on 
this stuff. It feels like there's a huge 
set of flywheels in there. Slides very 
well. Easy to keep track of. It's so 
easy to ride, I could ride it all day. 
Like riding in a Cadillac. Before you 
know it, you're going a lot faster 
than you think." 

Weed: "There's power to the 
ground anytime you twist the 
throttle. Really hooks up! Tractor 
trailbike torque. I'm surprised that it 
has so much low-end grunt. It's a lot 
faster than last year's. It doesnt 
seem to rocket away as fast as some 
bikes, but its always driving. You 
can corner it without sitting up on 
the tank. Feels heavy. They should 
give you a pump like on the Enduro 
to use on the shocks." 

Phillipson: "The power is the best 
part. And it really gets it to the 
ground. Makes you want to keep on 
riding when you normally would 
pull off the course. It really is a nice 
bike. Frame geometry is. great. 
Seems to get more stable as the speed 
increases. You find yourself going 
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faster than you think. If it didn't 
have such a long shift throw, I 
couldn't find a thing wrong with it. 
Except that it vibrates when it's 
idling." 

Lindstrom: "The gear ratios 
match the power perfectly. Flywheel 
weight is near perfect. Not at all 
peaky, yet. not sluggish like the 
Maico where the flywheels seem too 
heavy. It’s bitchen to drop it down 
to first in a slow corner, then turn 
the throttle on all the way and blast 
through the gears without pulling 
the clutch or turning off the gas. It 
accelerates so hard and so predict- 
ably straight. Very good for tight 
and twisty tracks for sure. If they 
could just get all the slack out of that 
long shift throw, the part of the 
throw that actually moves the 


shifting plate is just fine. The 250 
was harder to shift than the 380 
four-speeder. Still, the 250 was one 
of the easiest shifters of any bike I’ve 
been on.”

Heyberger: “I liked it. I liked the 
shifting.

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The first things you notice about 
the new TY175, unless there's some- 
body standing on their head on it, is 
that it's small, light, attractive, and 
grossly welded. The torch work 
looks as if the factory was holding 
tryouts during the production run. 
Sure is light. 190 pounds, fully 
wetted. Wonder if it will hold up? 
Will it be too fragile? Six speeds, 
huh? Just like a YZ. 

Enough observing. Take it riding. 

Turn a trio of National Experts 
loose on it, ride the Big Bear Two 
Days, and then let a handful of 
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Novices, kids’ class plonkers and 
short people take a ride. 


NICE LITTLE OBSERVATIONS 

Now we're talking to Mike and 
Bernie, a pair of factory riders — 
Montesa and Bultaco, respectively. 

“Say Mike, what do you think of 
this TY175?” 

“Hey, it’s a nice little bike.” 

“And you there, Bernie.” 

“Nice lil bike.” 

“Wonderful. Could vou fellows be 
a bit more specific?" 
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Here then are some assorted 
comments delving into the subtleties 
of nice and little. The rear is too soft, 
its sprung for a really light rider. 
Spring rate and damping for the 
forks seem good, though. The 
steering is bitchin’, it’s sharp like my 
Bul. You can lift the front end up 
easy. The power is zippy, but it’s 
tractable. It’s got more flywheel 
than the 250. It’s nice and slim for 
moving around on. It’s got enough 
power for Novice or Amateur. For 
Expert? Maybe a light rider, but 
they'd be hurtin’ in the horsepower 


sections. Tranny ratios are good, but 
the transmission is so soft you can’t 
always tell if you've shifted. The 
brakes are good, but the rear is too 
sensitive. It’s got a good skid plate. 
Like that primary kickstarting. The 
welds really are bad. Handgrips are 
too hard. It doesn’t need those lights 
and other doodads. The bars are too 
cluttered. I turned on the light 
making a turn. 

Let’s sound out Doug, another 
National rider, who never wears 
shoes except when he’s riding. 

It’s really smooth, really good for 
Novice sections. If they could punch 
it out to a 250 and keep it as smooth,

Zoot engineering. Easy-fill oil tank 
swings out on hinge and rear-breathing 
air box shuns water splendidly. 
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it would be like a Montesa. It doesn't 
have enough power for the rougher 
(Expert) sections. The forks 
bottomed on me. The pegs and peg 
mounts aren't strong enough. The 
foot levers are ridiculous. 

How about some comments from 
Debbie Evans, who's sponsored by 
Yamaha. She's currently the only 
girl riding regularly in the Amateur 
class in Southern California trials, 
and she has also been known to 
stand ori her head a lot. Debbie got 
off an Ossa Plonker and really likes 
the smaller, lighter bike. The 
suspension is just right for her and 
the light front end lets her pivot on 
the pegs with a minimum of 
muscling, a major consideration 
when you're five foot three and 
weigh 110 pounds. She agrees the 
shift lever and brake pedal are too 
soft. She’s bent the shift lever just 
shifting, like we did. No complaints 
about the fenders. She stands on 
them when she does her balancing 
act and they take it just fine. Strong 
and flexible. 

Her personal changes? A two-ply 
English Dunlop on the rear and 
Renthal bars. Debbie feels the stock 
flywheel weight is fine. She uses the 
very low first gear on about half her 
sections. She confirmed something 
we noticed, that the bike could be 
geared taller in sixth gear. It’s not 
the fastest loop bike in town, for 
sure. Her first outing with the bike 
gave it a good test. Five hours of rain 
or hail, pick one, in the San Diego 
Scottish. Nary a problem. 

Other rider observations. Several 
boggers wanted more flywheel. The 
175 is not as quick a revver as the 
250, but it doesn’t have “Spanish” 
weight either. Extremely low 
gearing for first tends to counteract 
the absence of additional flywheel. 
The TY goes ridiculously slow in 
first, an ideal trait for the new rider. 
Steep drop-offs or downhills left 
several riders wanting more engine 
braking than the TY offers. Overall 
gearing for first is 47.2. Compare 
that to 37.8 for the Sherpa or 39.8 
for the Honda TL250. It’s a slow 
goer. 

We let several younger riders take 
a plonk. Some were still riding 
TY80s in the kids’ class and thinking 
about next year. Others were already 
aboard TL125s. Although the 
youngsters weren’t too verbal or too 
specific, the general trend was: it’s a 
neat lil bike. 

The bike can be leaned way over

into a turn, particularly by a heavier 
rider with plenty of pounds to offset 
the bike’s weight. Same on the loop. 
Stand up, lean it over and gas it 
around. Good fun. Six speeds mean 
more shifting on the loop or trailin,’ 
though. 

We took a B&B Specialties 
flywheel weight for the TY250 and 
tried fitting it on the 175. It fit. Only 
problem, the side cover won't fit 
back on over it, so scratch adding 
any flywheel weight easily. 

Let's talk to Howard the Novice, 
now known as Howard the Amateur. 
First time he tried the TY he wasn't 
too taken with it. A second, longer 
session brought him around some. 
Here are his Likes: The suspension 
seems to fit the weight of the bike, 
good and soft. The bike is light, easy

to flick around. It was easier to 
manhandle than my Sherpa. Turns 
tight with good throttle response. 
Primary kickstarting is a neat thing 
to have. Didn't Likes: It would lose 
traction too easily, it needs more 
flywheel. The feel of the brakes on 
downhills could be better too. 

We rode the TY hard on the loop 
of a couple of trials and gassed it 
trying to keep up with Jim Connolly 
on a trail ride. Although it may 
appear on the fragile side, it isn't. 

What is fragile is the shift lever. 
Its ridiculous. Itll bend just from 
shifting. Our shifter kept taking on a 
U-shape. Bend it back and keep 
repeating the process after each 
loop. The brake pedal wasn't much 
better. It bent back until it was no 
more than two inches from the 
footpeg. 

The 49.8-inch wheelbase makes it 
ideal for the novice rider faced with 
multiple artificial tight turns. The 
head angle, at 27.5 degrees, is one 
degree less steep than the TY250. 
The smaller TY has an additional 
.3-inch of trail. These slower turning 
characteristics are preferable for 
beginning riders. 

The short wheelbase (most 250$ 
range from 51 to 53 inches) still 
permits sharp turns. In fact, the 175 
wil turn a tighter circle than a 
Sherpa. You can tell it’s a short- 
wheelbaser on the trail. Sometimes 
the front end would hit a rock, 
deflect to the side, and instead of 
straightening out just sort of keep 
scooting off in the new direction. 

Good ground clearance, over 11 
inches, and a narrow width make it 
easy to snake through boulders, 
rocks, logs and abandoned 
Volkswagens. 

First gear really creeps, second is 
like a peppy first, but you have to 
keep the power on uphill or it will 
tend to bog out. More flywheel 
would help there and оп steep 
drop-offs or sustained downhills. Use 
of the rear brake for downhill turns 
required skillful application to avoid 
killing the engine. 


BITS & PIECES

NICE LI'L SUMMATION 

The TY175 is appearing in 
growing numbers in Southern 
California trials. A look at the result 
sheet of a recent trials indicated 11 
Yamahas. Nine of them were 
TY175s. Only two were TY250s. The 
bike is catching on in the Novice 
class and a few have appeared in the 
Amateur class. Suggested retail is 
$965. It’s cheaper than either the 
123 or 172 Cotas, the competition 
standards for sub-250s, more 
expensive than the TL125. It should 
give the little Honda some sales 
competition. It’s lighter, turns 
sharper, responds quicker and makes 
more noise. 

Yamaha already has a lock on the 
kids’ market with the TY80 and now 
they have a good Novice bike for 
those riders to move up to. It’s a 
natural for smaller sized riders. Like 
just about everybody said: it’s a neat 
lil bike.

events. 

This year the manufacturers have 
selected the teams openly. 

Next year, who knows? 

Last year, the AMA couldn't bring 
themselves to declare a winner of the 
qualifying series. They announced a 
tie between Billy Uhl, Carl Cranke 
and Jack Penton. 

This year, they avoided all that by 
having winners within classes. They 
were Dane Leimbach for the 100cc 
clas; Tom Penton, 125; Dennis 
Vandecar, a Michigan Penton rider, 
for the 175s; Don Cutler, 250; Carl 
Cranke, 350; and Ed Schmidt for 
Husqvarna in the Open class. 

Next year it'll probably stay the 
same, but we're a nation of hero- 
worshippers and it'd be nice to have 
a Champion here too. 

Last year, the Qualifiers and the 
selections went off pretty much as 
they always have in the past. Only 
the Six Days freaks were interested. 

This year, everyone caught fire. 
Most of the Qualifiers were mobbed. 
After all, like Dick Mann says, "Two 
Days are about the most fun you can 
have with a motorcycle." But this 
year's events were plagued by bad 
weather and spotty organization. 
Some, like Alabama, California City 
and Ft. Hood, were fun and 
decently run. Others, like Trask, 
were incredible bummers. A lot of 
people washed out early and were 
very grateful. 

As a consequence, a lot of 
arbitrary decisions came down. Al 
Eames made most of them. He had 
to. None of the riders complained. It 
had to be done to make up for the 
lack of foresight by the clubs that 
promoted the events. 

Next year, itll be different. 
According to Eames, there are going 
to be fewer Qualifiers, they’re not 
going to be scheduled on the same 
weekends as national enduros, and 
they're going to be less like enduros 
and more like the Six Days. “More 
special tests, and no deep water,” 
Eames says. He’s right — because 
the Qualifiers are not a selection 
process nearly as much as they are a 
training ground for our ISDT teams 
now, and experience for our future 
riders. . 

Which brings us back to Ше 75 
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The Putnam, Connecticut, rider is on this year's Silver Vase team.

You can understand 
it. Besides, theres an undeniable 
logic to having our big teams on the 
same brand; why have several parts 
trees planted on the Isle of Man 
when one Penton or Ossa parts tree 
should suffice? х 

It all boils down to money. And 
money is the reason the Qualifiers 
weren't unqualified successes. If the 
AMA could afford it, the obvious 
answer would be to send Al Eames 
to each of the clubs to help plan, 
organize and execute the events. 
He's dedicated. He knows what he's

SUNBEAM KID

COMPETITION 


This year’s middle class National 
Series had a mixture of opportunists 
and opportunities that are clearer in 
review. Any number of America’s 
.top riders could have won. Some 
might believe the outcome hinged on 
styles as much as skill or hardware. 

If riders are ever classified by 
displacement of their souls, you’d 
have to put Weinert, Stackable and 
DiStefano in the open class. Their 
aggressive, even brutal, approach is 
straightforward. Stackable and 
DiStefano tend to favor the inside 
lines that require a quick anchor and 
bursts of power at the flick of the 
wrist. They ride hard and strong. 
Stackable and DiStefano prefer the 
front, but they don’t call Weinert 
‘Jammin’ Jimmy” for nothing. Ellis 
really belongs in this class, too. 
Hunched over his tank instead of 


more upright, Ellis needs the front to 
keep it on max. Stackable and 
DiStefano are cooler and more 
calculating, but for all of them, 
snarling torque is what turns them 
on. 

Kent Howerton likes a handful of 
horses as much as the open class 
souls, but he is crafty. Laying back, 
he learns the various lines of the front 
runners and how he can put them to 
use. When he makes his move, he 
doesn't berserk; he just turns up the 

. Wick and chooses the lines he knows 
are best. He has beat everybody in 
the middle class displacement, and 
he will do it a lot more. 

Bily Grossi is the creative rider. 
"The Bear' is misnamed. "The 
Brain" would be more accurate after 
you watch him experiment with 
lines. All of them can't be good, but 
Grossi can't resist trying something 
new as it pops into that active chain 
of thought. He shows a lot of savvy 
riders quicker routes than they have 
worked out. His experimentation 
costs him at times, but more 
discipline and getting things sorted 
out before the serious racing begins 
should produce top money for "The 
Brain." 

If Grossi and Howerton аге 
ideally suited to the 250cc class, how 
did the Sunbeam Kid beat them out? 


HANGTOWN 
As the series began, the pattern 
formed. On a sloppy track, Kent 
Howerton gave notice that he was 
ready to be the only 250cc champion 
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The short series favored consistency. Kent Howerton won three of the events and 
still placed second in the championship. Tony’s 2, 4, 3, 1, 2 gave him 30 points on

Tony DiStefano did it, though 
he was using the 250 races as 
practice for the Open class, a 
championship he wanted after 
coming so close last year. "I never 
figured anything for the 250s — 
500, I can understand winning." 
But he got along so well with his 
250 Suzuki (“I weigh 30 to 40 
pounds more than the other guys; I 
get more traction.") that the only 
competition he ever had was Kent 
Howerton on the GP Husky. 

One of the reasons Suzuki and 
Tony were only threatened by 
Kent was the short season. There 
were only five 250 Nationals this 
year. "The AMA had scheduling 
and promoter problems this year. 
Thats how it was — it's silly to 
have five races for anything as 
important and big as the 250 
National Championship. I'm on 
the rules committee next year and 
we're going to get eight to ten races 
for each class. They'll be run 
separately, like one 500 race out 
west and a 125 or 250 back east. 
The way it was this year, one race 
out and you're down. You never 
had a chance. We had no break- 


downs, good bikes, and some 
luck." 
Tony is also leading the 


Inter-AMA right now. There's two 
events left and second-placer 
Zdenek Velky is going back to

APPALACHIA 

Howerton was ready to nail down 
the Number One plate. In the first 
moto he shot out front, followed by 
Tripes, Semics, DiStefano, Grossi 
and  Karsmakers. Tripes passed 
Howerton, then retired with a 
cobbled gearbox. But the significant 
failure of the day occurred when 
Howerton's title chances went flat 
with his front tire. And if that wasn't 
omen enough, his tire instant- 
replayed its flat act in the second 
moto! 

Weinert redeemed himself by 
jamming from llth to first. In the 
meantime, Ellis and Stackable were 
improving poor starting draws, 
fighting the mud and each other for 
fifth position. Grossi was maintain- 
ing a few muddy seconds’ lead on 
Karsmakers and Savitski, who were 
trying to help themselves to third 
position. Ellis roostered them all as 
he pulled up to second behind 
Weinert. 

In the second moto, DiStefano 
scored one of his many holeshots of 
the series, but was quickly passed by 
Savitski. Grossi, the inventive 
tactician, gained first with a fresh, 
fast line through the back course 
loblolly. Then Stackable gained the 
lead by wading through the bad spot 
faster than Grossi. 

After the Jammer slipped and 
ricocheted to the front, he lost the 
lead to Grossi. Then Weinert and 
Stackable passed Grossi. Still, 
Weinert’s 1-2 edged Stackable’s 3-1 
for first overall. Grossi finished third 
ahead of DiStefano. With a second 
and a fourth, nobody was exactly 
worrying about the Sunbeam Kid. 
But Howerton now had marred his 


fine start with an eighth. It was the 
turning point of the series, but 
nobody knew it. 


BLUE GRASS NATIONAL 
DiStefano pulled another holeshot 
in the first moto and built up an 
early seven-second lead over 
Karsmakers, Zahrt, Mosier and 
Grossi. Back in the traffic were 
Weinert, Runyard, Hartwig and 
Stackable. DiStefano then made his 

left knee famous by twisting it. 


NEBRASKA 

By now the smart money was on 
Howerton, with DiStefano a good 
possibility. The Sunbeam Kid hadn't 
won a race yet, and Howerton had 
won two out of four. After Nebraska, 
the series final was scheduled in 
Howerton's backyard. 

DiStefano exercised his patent on 
holeshots and led the first moto in an 
exciting battle with Karsmakers — 
who hasn't found his new red, white 
and blue colors too becoming. 
DiStefano dropped back as he saw 
that Howerton was several positions 
behind him. Howerton's charge 
burned the field through Stackable, 
running fifth. But there just wasn't 
any more to play catch-up with. 

After DiStefano took yet another 
holeshot, Team  Honda's Marty 
Smith took over the lead, and 
eventually the flag. The two seconds 
earned DiStefano first overall. 

The creative Grossi shouldered 
Team Suzuki's honor by outrunning 
Howerton to the flag. The moment 
of truth came as Grossi went 
underneath a lapped rider on the 
turn before the finish. Howerton 
took the high road, and Grossi beat 
him to the flag.

holeshot. Ellis grabbed the lead with 
a sudden spurt and faded just as 
quickly. For a few laps it was 
DiStefano and Weinert in one 
struggle, and Howerton and Grossi 
in another. Weinert dropped back as 
Grossi and Howerton pumped to 
second and third. Howerton burned 
by DiStefano and breathed to a win. 

So Howerton was back in the lead 
in points. Everybody who was 
figuring turning poirits figured that 
this was it. But it was actually all 
over but the racing. 


WHITNEY 

The day of the final National 
250cc event held two uncertainties. 
The sudden low cloud cover 
threatened rain. DiStefano's knee, 
injured at the Blue Grass meet, had 
been re-injured at the Baldwin 500 
the previous weekend. А few rain- 
drops fell during practice while 
DiStefano cruised the course without 
testing his knee. 

The uncertainty about the famous 
knee cleared up with the weather as 
the first moto started. After falling in 
the first turn, the Sunbeam Kid 
burned his way from eighth to 
fourth. The sun began to shine, 
particularly for Suzukis sunbeam 
yellow. 

Wise, who took the lead, limped 
off with engine trouble. DiStefano 
burned Kessler, Mosier and 
Stackable to take the lead after an 
incredible charge. Weinert followed 
in his wake to take second. Hartwig 
was third until his front wheel lost its 
dentures. Howerton, who was 
watching all the fuss and biding his 
time, made a swift move to the 
front. With the title at stake, 
DiStefano was content to keep a 
satisfying second to the flag. 

After taking his holeshot， 
DiStefano stretched his lead to 100 
yards ahead of Mosier, Turner, 
Smith and Ellis. Stackable rode the 
race in third gear where it jammed. 
Jammin’ Jimmy Weinert, after 
blasting to a strong third in the first 
moto, jammed his foot. He pitted, 
but returned to the race to register a 
low finish and lose third place points 
in the series standings. 

DiStefano appeared to be 
stretching his lead, but both Grossi 
and Howerton began to close the 
gap. When Howerton passed him, 
DiStefano got out his whip and 
returned to the lead. After trading 
positions again. the crowd sensed a 
victory for Howerton. They 
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Mickey Kessler (#65, another District 6 motocrosser, along with DiStefano and

It was a very close race between 
Teri Kezar and Lorie Watson and, 
at the end, only one point separated 
the two! 

Now the bib controversy: About 
two weeks before the race, it was 
announced that Yamaha had picked 
up the event and was now sponsor- 
ing it, along with Sambo's restaurant 
and, of course, PURR. This all 
seemed fine until Yamaha began 
saying that because of them women's 
racing had finally come of age. It 
was great that Yamaha wanted to 
sponsor this event, but when they 
began to infer that they were the 
reason that women's racing was 
going to become a success and that 
we owed it all to Шеш... 

Then we went to sign-up and 
were told that we had to wear a 
Yamaha bib or be disqualified. 

The bibs covered both the front 
and back of the rider. It was unfair 
— particularly to the sponsors of the 
girls, who had put in a great deal of 
time, effort and money. They would 
get no credit for their efforts, while 
Yamaha would get a lot of free 
advertising. Every picture of every 
girl in every magazine and 
newspaper would have Yamaha in 
it. 

Yamaha bought the promotional 
rights to the women's national but 
they did not buy MY promotional 
rights. I felt ripped off. Whether the 
"bib" was planned or not — it 
caused a lot of conflict which I hope 
won't be repeated next year. 

Women's racing, although now 
only a drop in the bucket, is going to 
emerge due partly to the whole 
movement of women's sports into 
the limelight. We don't want to 
compete with the men for position; 
we want to be accepted too. I’m not 
saying that we are as fast as the men, 
but that our racing can be as 
entertaining, and in professional 
racing, spectator appeal is where it's 
at. 

Right now getting into a top event 
is difficult, to say the least, and this 
is why the Women's National and 
the Superbowl are important. If 
women racers want to be recognized 
as professionals, they must organize 
themselves and develop a 
professional attitude — which 
probably goes along with winning 
money. Then as the quality of our 
racing improves, so will the rewards.

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NOVICE ADVICE 


DOWNHILL DETENTE 


Last time we recommended 
looking farther ahead to go faster. 
By now you've probably tried it and 
found that it's hard to keep looking 
out there instead of seeing some rock 
or bad spot and following it with 
your eyes right up to the time your 
front wheel goes by it. Keep at it. 
Itll be worth it. Since then we found 
a good way to practice looking 
ahead. There's a downhill fire road 
we ride sometimes; maybe there's 
one you can use. Just start rolling, 
slip your bike into neutral, let the 
engine idle, and coast down. Then 
concentrate on looking 40 or more 
feet ahead. With no power to help 


you correct for mistakes, you'll be 
able to feel right away when you're Trying to slow the bike with the back brake, especially when there are turns in 
doing things right the hill, usually busts the rear loose and gets you sideways. Not the hot setup 


This time we have some advice «o f°" control. 
pass on about serious downhills, too. 
Carl Cranke gave us a couple of 
lessons and this method really helps. 
Good scary downhills probably 
make you sit down and stick a foot 
out. Wrong. The way to do it is to 
put the bike in the gear that 
represents the top speed you want 
for this hill, crank in a little throttle 
to keep the engine from stalling, step 
on the rear brake a bit to keep the 
engine from spinning when the back 
wheel hops, stand up and lean on 
the bars to put most of the weight on 
the front tire, and use the front 
brakes for keeping your speed under 
control. With your weight 
transferred to the front bars, front 
wheel braking is stronger than rear 
and that's what you want. With the 
back tire turning instead of locking 
up, youll have much more 
directional control. Remember, stay 
off the seat, give it a little gas, and 
use the front brake. It works. © 


Once more, this time right: a little 

gas to the back wheel; a little pressure 
on the brake pedal; standing up and 
crouched forward to lean on the bars; 
lots of weight forward; and large 
applications of front brake. Definitely 
the hot setup for control.

Last July Ist Penton ceased 
distribution of Penton motorcycles in 
eight western states. In those states 
the bike is now being distributed as a 
KTM, which is what it (and the 
Penton) is. Carl Cranke remains in 
Sacramento, as an R&D specialist. 
Penton West will be handling 
Hi-Point Accessories, as well as 
selling Sachs 100 and 125 engines 
and parts. Pentons are still available 
in the rest of the nation. In the eight 
western states (Washington, Oregon, 
California, Arizona, Nevada, Idaho, 
Utah and Montana) the new 
distributor for the KTM is Ted 
Lapadakis of KTM Imports, U.S.A.

Like our 380, the forks were very 
stiff at first. We couldn't find 


anything wrong with them that time 
wouldn't cure. After a few hard 
riding hours they worked just fine. 

The seat could use some much 
firmer padding and it wouldn't hurt 
if it was a little taller. 


Simple and easy to get to. 


With the new lightweight 
magneto, the clutch basket nut must 
be kept very tight. Its a little 
difficult to crank enough torque into 
it with the tool that comes with the 
bike. The hot setup is to use a sturdy 
punch and a hammer. Lots of Loc- 
tite lock ‘п seal for sure. We never 
checked ours and it came loose after 
a few hours of riding. Be sure that 
the tab washer is bent over securely. 
When it happens, your clutch will 
develop extra play. Soon, it won't 
work well at all. Its a much better 
idea to check it out and do the job on 
it right off, then you can check its 
pattern for need of attention. 

You should fill the swingarm pivot 
tube with oil before each ride to 
keep the bushings happy. 

Why is there only one rimlock in 
the rear wheel? 


. . . AND AAH'S 

The powerband may be the best 
of any motocrosser we've ever 
ridden. It pulls so smoothly and 
evenly from the very bottom. There's 
not a hint of peakiness and still it's 
not at all sluggish. Just fast. It 
accelerates very hard and you can 
slam it through the gears without 
backing off. 

Although the rear axle travel is 
just five inches, the suspension is 
surprisingly close to the best (Husky). 
The damping characteristics must be 
really excellent to give such good 
control with comparatively little 
wheel travel. No fading was 
experienced. 

Clutch is all-steel and you'll never 
have any problem with it if you keep

the basket nut tight. 

Brakes are very smooth and 
progressive. Some of the best we've 
seen. They'll never surprise you. 

You can’t find a better chain. 
Many other brands use it on their 
factory bikes. It lasts and lasts. 

She weighs in at 97.5 kilos (215 
pounds) without gas, or 100.2 kilos 
with a gallon of petrol.
